Growth of Hospitals. 

i he hospital is becoming an im- 
portant factor in most communities, 
not only of this country, but also of 
the civili/ed world, it was nearly 
two centuries after the hrst white 
man lan<!cd on the shores of .Mas- 
sachusetts Uay that the first hospital 
built. The first hospitals in 
(oiintry weie the New \dik 
Hospital, the Tcnnsylvania Hospital 
aad the Massacbuseils (General Hos- 
pital. Few municipaliles of any 
si/e now ckist without there city 
hospitals There are twice as many 
bospitala ia existaace to day as thcic 
were three years ago. With this 
ra|>ii! ^'row th, many of the hospitals 
are undoubtedly la a asore or kaa 
crude condition, according to I>r. 
H. B. Howard of Itoslon, who dis- 
caaaes the question in a recent is- 
sue of The Journal of the American 
Medical .Vssociation, this condition 
is temporary ami will disajipear as 
these new hospitals become better 
organized apd ojuipped. The three 
thin^ he says, that our hospitaU 
should stand for arc ( i ) the bsre of 
the patients, ( t ) scientific investiaa- 
ijon aad ( j) the education of phy- 
sicians, nurses, orderlies, everyone 
within its walls, and through them 
the cumrouuty at large, concerning 
tbe various maladies ;hat are brought 
within Its doors. .\ hospital with 
out patients cannot cdui ale; it can- 
not do good. If some of the luoucv 
is usfd to construct t^iuallcr and 
awre economical buildings, aad tbe 
part which is left is used for opnen- 
iny and luiining ihe institution for 
a few years so t)iat the co(B»a*ity 
becomes impresscil with its conven 
ience aad asefulness, this education 
and depioaatration will brin^ phil- 
anthrop««t« lo ibc ftoiit who ar*: 
glad to keep its doors open and 
furnish it with picaty of funds for 
legitimate expeoaea. The rapid ai 
vance in the constuclion of hospitals 
makes certain that in no very dis- 
tant time public opinion will de- 
mand that each community shall 
have suflkieat beda la ita hospitals 
to rare for every aick person who 
need lo ue wUhia their walls. The 
medical profcaaiun is grad'ially b.:- 
ing much more carefully cdu-. aieil 
and much better fitted for the care 
of paticata, bat proportionately few- 
er persons are seeking this profes- 
sion. This foreshadow, accoiupan 
ics ami makes for the advancement 
of tj'e {lospital, because tjic gather- 
ing of tbe kick into hospitals not 
only placeatbem where they can be 
better treated and given a better 
chance of recovery, thereby lower- 
ing the death rate of the community 
but it also conserves the cnerj;y of 
tbe phjsician and iuulii{lies his use- 
falaess. I'hc German commuaities 
are much farther advanced in this 
particular than the .Americar. 
Their inmraape laws have brought 
above the support of sick latioiar 
and servants in hospitals liuilt by 
the cities. The hospitals in the sub- 
urbs of Herlln and oth. r Cermaa 
mnnicidalilies may well stand as 
models for cities of BHwh larger 
siae in this couatry.
